Land with his own feet, and there he did many Miracles,Preach and 
Teach the Faith, and the Law of Chriſtian men, as unto his Chil- 
dren ; and there did ſuffer many reproofs and ſcorns for us: and 
he that was King of Heavenand Earth, and of all things that are 
contained in them, would only be called King of that Land, when 
he ſaid,7 am King of the Jews: For at that time it was the Land of 
the Jews: and that Land he choſe before all other Lands, as the 
moſt worthy part of all the World, And as thePhiloſopher ſaith, 
Virtus rerum in medio conſiſtie; that is, the Vertne of things is 
in the midſt. In that Land he led his life, and ſaffered death of the 
Fewe for us, to ſave and deliver us from the pains of Hell, and from 
death without end, the which was ordained to us for the ſin of our 
Father Adam, and our on ſins alſop. For he that will do any 
thing, to have it known openly, will proclaim it in the middle 
place of a Town or City, ſo the it may be known to all parties 
of the City : So he that was King of Glory, and of all the World, 
- would ſuffer death for us at Hirraſalem, which is the midſt of the 
World, that it might be known to all Nations of the World how 
dear he bought man. Ah dear God 1 what love had He to his 
Subjects, that when he had done no treſpaſs, would for his Tre 
paſſors ſuffer death? Right well ought men to loxe, worſhip, and 
ſerve ſuch a Lord, and praiſe ſuch an Holy Land that brought forth 
a Lord of ſuch Fruit, through the which each man is ſaved if it be 
not his own fault. This is that Land pre for an Heritage to 
us: and in that Land would he die as ſeiſed, to leave it to his 
Children. For the whicheach gone Chriſtian man that may _ 
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hath wherewiths. ſhould ſtrepgthen him for to conquer his right 


Heritage, and purchaſe it ont of evil peoples hands; for we are 
called Chriſtian men of Chriſt our Father; and if we be the 
right Children of Chrift; we ought to challenge the Heritage 
that our Father left us, and take ir out of ſtrange mens hands. 
But now Pride, Covetouſneſs, and Envy, have ſoenflamed the

And the common people that would 
put their bodies for to conquer this Heritage, they may not do 
it without Lords: for aſſembling of the people without a chief 
Lord, is as a Flock of Sheep without a Shepherd, the which de- 
part aſunder, and wot not whether they do go. But would 
God the worldly Lords were at a good accord, and With other

quickly then Pounds. In Cypreſs the Cuffom.is, that Lo2ds and 
other men eat upon the Earth, fo2 they make Ditches within the 
Earth, all about the Pall, deep to the knee, and they Pave them; 
and when they will eat, they go thereinto, and ſit there, This 
they do fo be moꝛe freſh; foz that Land is hotter than it is here. 
But at great feaſts and faz Strangers, they ſet Forms and 
Boards as they do in this Country, pet they had rather ſit on the 
Earth.

And in 
Babylon Nebuchodotiofor put the Children into the fire, _— e 
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they wozſhipped the true God: theſe Children were called Anani- 
as, Azarias and Miſael (as the Pſalm of Benidecite ſaith) but Ne- 
buchodonoſor called them thus, Sadrak, Miſak, and Abednego, that 
is, God glorious and victorious, God over all Ringdoms, and that 
was fo2 Piracle, that he made God's Son, as he ſaid, go with 
thoſe Children thzough the Fire. There dwelleth the Soldan, 
fo2 there is a fair City and a ſtrong Caſtle which ſtandeth upon 
a Rock, In that Caſtle are always dwelling to keep the Caſtle, 
and to ſerve the Soldan above eight thouſand perſons, that take 
all their pꝛoviſion at the Soldans Court.

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made a Mall about the Sepulchze, that no man may touch it. 
On the left ſide is a window, wherein are many Lamps lighted; 
and there hangeth a Lamp burning befoze the Sepulchze, which 
they ſay on Gd Friday goeth out by it ſelf, and lighteb again 
by if ſelf at the hour that our Lo2d roſe from death to life. And 


within that Church upon the right ſide of Pount Calvary, where 


dur Lozd was Crucified, the Croſs was ſet in a Mozteis in tho 
Rock, that is white of colour, and mingled with a little red; and 
upon that Rock d2opped the blood of the wounds of cur Lo2dz 
when he was nailed on the Croſs, and that is called Golgatha ; 
and men go up to that Golgatha upon ſteps ; and in that Poz⸗ 
teſs was Adams Mead found after Noahs Flood; in token that the 
ſin of Adam ſhould be rede med in the ſame place: and upon that 
Rock Abraham offered ſacrifice to our Lo2d; and there is an Altar, 
and befoze that Altar lyeth Godfrey of Bouloign Baldwin, and others 
that were Chriſtians, and Rings of Jeruſalem. 

Likewiſe where our Lo2d was crucified if was wriffen, Hic de- 
us Rex noſter, ante ſæcula operatus eſt ſalutem in medio terræ, that 
is, This God our King, befoze Wozlds, hath wrought health in 
the midſt of the Church. Upon this Rock allo where the Croſs 
was fired, is writfen within the Rock, Quod vides eſt fundamenta 
totius mundi, & hujus fidei; that is, That thou ſeeſt is the ground 
of all the Mozld and of this Faith. Pe ſhall underſtand alſo, 
that when our Lo2d died he was two and thirty years old, and 
thꝛee Ponths, pet the pꝛopheſie of David ſaith that he ſhould live 
fozty years, when he ſaid thus, Quadraginta annos proximus fui 
generationi huic, that is, Fozty years was 3 neighbour to this Ge⸗ 
neration: and thus if ſhould ſeem that P2ophelie is not true, but 
it is, For in old time men counted but ten Ponths to a year, of 
which March was the firſt, and December the laſt: but Caius Cz- 
far that was Emperour of Rome, added to theſe, two Ponths 
moze January and February, and ozdained the year of twelve 
Months, that is, thre hundꝛed ſixty five days without Leap-year , 
the proper courſe of the dun and therefoze after the accounting 
of ten Poneths to the Bear, he died in the foztieth year, and after 
our years of twelve Ponths it is thirfy two years and thzee

Land. of Aſia, Turkey, Damaſſe the moze and the leſs, Sury, 
Hieruſalem, Arabia, Perſia, and Meſopotamia. the R ingdoms of 
Aſape, Egypt the high and low, with many other iu ir gdoms, even 
almoſt all unto Indie the leſs, that then were Chꝛiſtened: And 
there were at that time many. god men and holy Bermits, of 
whom the Bak of the Fathers Lives make mention, but now 
they are inhabited by Painims and Saraſins: vet when it pleaſeth 
Gad, as theſe 1 ands mere loft: th2ough the fin of Chꝛiſtians, ſa 
thenugh the help of God by Ch2iffiang they ſhall be wan again. 
In the middeſt of this Church is a Tomb, in the which Jaſeph of 
Arimathsa laid the Bod of dur Lozd when he had taken him — 
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the Croſs, and upon the lame place did he walh the fert of our Loꝛd; 
and that place men ſay is the midſt of the wozld. 


CHAP, XXXI. 
Of-the Church of the holy Sepulcher. 


Ithin that Church by the Sepulchze, on the Nozth 

ſide, is the place where our K 2d was Impꝛiſoned, and 

there is a part of the Chain with the which he was bound, and 
there he appeared firſt to Mary Magdeleu when he was riſen from 
death and ſhe thought he had been a Gazdiner. In the Church 
of the Sepulchze was wont to be the Canons of Saint Bennet, 


and they had a Pꝛiozp, and the Patriarch was their Soveraign: 


and without the dwꝛs of the Church on the right ſide, as men go 
up eighteen ſteps, our Lo2d ſaid fo his Pother, Mulier Ecce filius 
tuus ; that is, Woman, behold thy Son; Deinde dixit Diſcipulo, 
Ecce Mater tua; that is, then afterward he ſaid to his Dilcipte, 
Wehold thy Pother. And theſe words he ſaid when he hanged 
upon the Croſs, And upon theſe ſteps went dur Lozd when he 
bare the Croſs upon his Shoulder: and under theſe ſtapers is à 
Chappel where the Pꝛieſts ſing. And near there is the ſfone 
where our Lo2d reſted him when he was weary with bearing of 
the Croſs. And ye ſhail underſtand that befoze the Church of the 
Sepulchze is a moſt ſtrong City and the great plain that is 
between the City and the Church on the Eaſt ſide without the 
Walls of the city, is the Uale of Joſaphat, that cometh even to 
the Walls. 

In this Uale of Joſ-phat, without the City is the Church of Sf, 
Stpehens where he wa}: Foned to death, and thereby is a gate buily- 
ed that map not be opened. Through this Gate our Lo2d entred en 
Palm Sunday upon an Iſs, and the Gate opened unto him when 
he would ge fo dhe Temp. e: and in full hard tones there 
are them ſteps like the Feps of an Aſs, which the people ſap, ave 


the eps of the Ats that dur L929 did ride on. Beloꝛe the Church 


of the Sepulchze, two hundzed paccs, is a gꝛeat Yoſpital of Wt, 
John, in tho which-Boſpital ate fifty four Pillars made of Stone.

bis own faith. This Emperour did alſo encicic and wall the 
Church of the holy Sepulchze within the City, that b:foze was 
far without the City, and he would have chauged the name cf Hie- 
ruſalem, and called if Helam, but that name laſted nt long. And 
de ſhall under tand that the Saraſins do wozſh;p iii thaf Temple; 
and they ſay- that place is holy ; and when the e go in, they go 
barefoot; and befoze J and my Fellows came hcrew , we put off 
our Parneſs, and came barefoot into the Temple; and thought 
that we ought to do as much o2 mo2e then they the were Jnfi- 
dels. And this Temple is thꝛeſcoꝛe and thꝛee cubits in wide- 
neſs, and as much in length, and thirty two cubits in height, and 
cs vered with Lead, and it is within full of Pillars of Marble. And 
in the midſt of the Temple is an Altar and twertp and four 
ſteps of height. This place the. Jews called Sanctus Sanctorum; 
that is, Moly of Holpeſt: and in that place cometh none but their 
P2elate that maketh their Sacrifice; and the people fit all about 
in divers ſeats as they are in dignity: and there be four Entrings 
into the Temple, and the dors are of Cypreſs ; and within the 
Eaſt dw2 our Lo2d ſaid, Here is Jeruſalem. And on the nozth 
ſide within the dor is a Fountain, and it runneth out: of the 
which hol p wꝛit ſpeaketh, and ſaith, vidi aquam egredientem de 
Templo ; J ſaw water coming out of the Temple. And upon 
the other ſide is 4 Rock that men called ſometime Moryach, (but 
after it was called Belct) and there is the Ark of God, with ſome 
Keliqucs of the Jews. This Ark did Titus carry with him to Rome 
when he had diſcomfited the Jews. 

In that ſame Ark were the Ten Commandments, and Aarons 
Rod, and Moſes Rod, with which he parted the Red Sea, when the 
people of Ifrael paſſed thꝛough on dry lot: And there was the 
Ueffc! of Manna, the Clothing and Ornaments, and the Taber⸗ 
nacle cf Aaron, and a ſquare Table of Guld, with twel ve pꝛecisus 
Stones, and a Box of Jaſper graven with four fingers, and eight 
Names of our Lo2d within, and ſeven Candieſticks of Gold, and 
teur Cenſo2s of Gold, and an Altar alſo of fine Gold, and four 


Lions of Gold, unto the which they had a Cherubim of Gold 
twelve 
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twelve ſpans long, and a Tabernacle of. Gold, and alſo tel ve 
Trumpets of Silver, aud a Table of Silver, and ſeven Barlep 
DOE and: many. other Reliques that were befoze the Nativity 

Upon the Rock ſlept Jacob when he ſaw Angels ga up, and 
ſaid, Vere locus iſte ſanctus eſt, & ego ignorbam ; that is Surely 
this place is holy, and F wilt not. And there the Angel changed 
Jacobs. Name, and called him Iſrael. | 

In that ſame place alſo David ſaw the Angel that ew the Peo- 
ple with a Sword, and put it all blody info the Sheath. And on 
this Rock was Df. Simeon, when he received our Lo2d into the 
Temple and on this Rock ſet he him when the Jews would have 
toned him, and the Rock rent in two, and in that Cleft he hid him 
and after came down and ga be hum light. | 
And on this Rock ſat our Lady and learned. her Pſalfer. 
There likewiſe dur Lo2d foꝛgave the ſins of the woman that was 
taken and found in Avultery : And there was our Lo2d Jeſn-s 
Cizcumciſed, and there the Angel denounced to Zachary the Na- 
tivity of St. John Baptiſt, And there firſt offered Melchiſedech 
Bead and Mine and Mater to our Lozd; in token of the Sg- 
crament that was fo come: and there David prayed to our Lo2d 
foz mercy ſoꝛ him, and foz his people, when he ſaw the Angel 
ſlay his people, and our Lo2d anon heard his prayer, and there- 
fo:c he would have made the Temple in the place, but our Lozd 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt fozbad him by an Angel, foz he had committed 
murther in the confenting to the laying of the god Knight Uriah, 
fo2 to have his wife; therefo2e all that he had p2eparco foz the 
building of the Temple he left to Solomon his Son, and he built 
it, and pꝛaped to the Lo2d, that all thoſe that prayev in that place 
devoutly, and with god heart, that he would hear their prayer 
and grant that they fervently asked; and the Lord granted it: 
wherekoꝛe Solomon his Son called it the Temple ol Council, a 
help of God. | 

Without the do@2s of that Temple is an Altar, where the 
Jews were wont to offer Doves and Zarties; and in that 
Temple was Zachary flain ; and on the Pinacte the Jews ſef 
St. James that was the firſt Biſhop of Hiernfalem: And alittle 
from this Temple on the right live is a church coveren with Lean, 

l nen | | | Hat 
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Lead, that is called the ®chol of Solomon. Towards the South is the 
Temple of Salon, which is a great place, and they were the-Found- 
ers thereof, and of their Dzder ; and in that Templum Domini 
dwell Canons. | 
From this Temple towards the Caſt fir and twenty paces in 
a co2ner of the Citꝑ, is the Bath of our Lo2d ; and this Bathe 
was wont to go to Paradiſe : and not far thence is our Ladies, 
and near that is St. Simeons Tomb. Without the Clopſter 
of the Temple toward the Nozth is a fair Church of dt Anne 
our Ladies Pother; and there was our Lady conceived : and be⸗ 
foze that Church is a great Tree; which began to grow that ſame 
night. And as men go down from that Church two and twenty 
fteps, lyeth Joachim our Ladies Father, in a Tomb of tune; 
and there near was laid ſometime t. Anne, but &f. Elena did 
tranſlate her to Conſtantinople. In this Church is a Mell in 
manner of a Ciftern, that is called Probatica piſcina, that hath 
five Enterings, and into that Ciſtern an Angel was wont to de- 
ſcend and ffir the water, and what man had bathed firſt therein, af- 
ter the ſtirring was made whole, what diſeaſe ſoe ver he had. There 
was the Pan of the Palſie made whole, who had been ſick 8 and 
30 years: and there beſide was the Youſe of Pilate, and a lit⸗ 
tle from that the Houſe of King Herod, who ſlew the Jnnocents. 


C H AP. XXIV. 
Of Herod the King. 


Bis King Herod was a very wicked man, and a Tyrant 

fo2 he did firſt andfozemoſt Cay his Wife, whom he loved 

full well; and foz the great love of her he went out of his Wits, 
and ſo was he along time, and afterward he came again to 
himſelf. And after he flew his own Chilvzen that he had got- 
ten of the ſaid wife, and commanded likewiſe his ſecond wife 
to be ſlain, and a Son that he had goffen of her, and after 
that be flew his own Pother ; and he would alſo have flain his 
own Brother, but his Bꝛother dyed ſuddenly ; and thus he 
did all the ill that be might. And then he fell ſick, * 
aw 
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faw that he ſhould die, he ſenf fo2 his Siſter and all the great 
Lo2ds of the Country; and when they were there, he did put all 
the Lo2ds into a Tower, and ſaid fo his Siffer he wi well that 
the men of the Country would make no (o2raw (oz him when he 
was dead; and-theretozehe made ber fo fwear unto him that ſhe 
would mite off the ads of the Loꝛds cvery one aſter his death; 
and then would men ol the Country make ſo2row fo2 his death in 
regard of the Noble Pers deaths: and then he made his laſt 
Teſtament. But his Siſter fulfilled it not as pertaining unto 
the Death of the Le2ds.. fo2 as ſow. as he was dead, ſhe deli⸗ 
dered the Lozds out of the Tower, and ſent every one home to 
their Youſes, and told them what her B2other commanded her to 
do unto them. And ye chall underffand that in that time were 
thze Herods of gzeat name. This ol whom J ſpeak was called 
Herod - Aſcalonite; and he that did ſmite oft St. John Baptiſts 
Mead, was called Herod Antipa, and the third was called Herod 
Agrippa, and he did ſlap St. James, and put t. Peter iu Pꝛiſon.

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Lozd heard the Angel ſing: and there appeared Chꝛiſt fir £9 
his Diſciples after his Relurreaion; when the Gates were that, 
and ſaid. Pax vobis, that is, Peace be to pou: and upen that 
Mount appeared Chiu to Saint Thomas, and bade him feel his 
wounds; and that was cight days alter his Ueſurrcaton, and 
then he believed perfecgiy , and faid, Dominus meus & Deus 
meus, Py Lozd, and my God. 

In that ſome Chappel behind the high Altar, were all the 
Apoſtles on Whitſunday , when the Help Ghutt deſcended on 
them in likeneſs of a Fire; and there Gov made peace with his 
Diſciples ; and there fiept S. John the Evangelist on gur Loꝛds 
bzeaſt, and ſaw in his ſteep many ſecret things ot Meaven. 

Alſo Mount Sion is within the citp, and it is a littie higher than 
the other ſide of the City, and that City is üronger on tye one 
ſide than on the other; fo2 in the foot of Mount Stop ts a fatr and 
ſtrong caſtle, which the Soldan did cauſe to be made there. 
On Mount Sion was King David buried, and Solomon, and many 

other Kings of Hieruſalem, and there is the place where Saint 
Peter wept full bifterly, when he had denyed our Lozd: and a 
ſtones caſt from that „ is another place where our Loz d was 
judged, . foz at that time Caiaphas Houſe was there; and between 
the Temple of Solomon and Mount Sion is the place where Chꝛiſt 
raiſed the Maiden from death to life. Under Mount Sion in the 
Uale of Joſaphat, is a Well called Natatory Silo, there was our 
Lozd waſhed after he was Baptized. And thereby is the Tre 
on which Judas hanged himſelf for deſpair, when he had lold and 
betrayed Chꝛiſt.

Church is the place where St. John was bozn, and thercby is the 
Caſtle of Emaux.

"Wo miles from Hieruſalem is Mount Joy , this is a fair 

place, and there lyeth Samuel the P2ophet in a fair Tomb. 
It is called Mount Joy, fo2 there thoſe that travel , firſt ſce 
Hieruſalem. And in the middle of the Wale of Joſaphat is a 
little Rivez that is called Torrens Cedron , over which lies 
the Tree foz men to paſs over; of which the Croſs was made.

Near unto that, 
is a Chappel where Judas kiſſed our Lozd, that men call Geth- 
ſemain, when he was taken of the Jews , and there left 
Chꝛiſt his Dilciples befoze his Paſſion when be went to pray 
and:

ther, ik it may be done, let this Cup paſs from me. And there - 
by is a Garden where our Lo2d fweat with blood and water: and 
there is the Tomb of King Joſaphar, of whom the Uale had the 
Name: and on the ſide of that Uale is the Pount Dlivet ; and 
if is called ſo, foz there grow many Olive Trees, and it is 
higher than Pieruſalem ; and therefoze from that Hull men may 
ſce into the Strats of Hieruſalem; and between the Bill and 
the Citp is nothing but the Uale of Joſaphat, and that is not 
very large, and upon that Hill od our Lo2d when he aſcended 
into Heaven, and pet ſeemeth there the ſtep of his left fot in 
the ſtone: and there is an Abbey of black Cannons, that was 
gꝛeat ſometimes. but now there is but a Church; and a little 
thence eighteen paces, is a Chapple, and there is the fone on 
the which aur Lo2d God late, when he p2eached and ſaid thus: 
Beati panperes ſpir itus quoniam ipſorum eſt regnum cœlorum: 
that is, Bleſſed be they that are peo2 in ſpirit, fo2 theirs is the 
Kingdom of Meaven. And there he taught his Diſciples their 
Pater-noſter. There alſo is a Church of that bicTed woman Mary 
Egyptian, and there is ſhe buried. And upon The other ſide, to- 
ward the Eaſt, th2zw bow-ſhofs from thence , ſfandeth Beth⸗ 
phage, where our Lo2d Jeſus Chzift ſent Peter and James foz to 
fetch the Aſs on Palm-ſunday. |

Okt that City was Rahab that 
common Woman that received the Pefſengers of Jſrael, an d 
kept them from the peril of Death, therefoze ſhe had a god re- 
ward; as Holy Wait (ſaith Quicunque accipit prophetam in no- 
mine meo, mercedem Prophetæ, &c. that is, he that recei⸗ 
veth a P2ophet in my Name, he ſhall receive the reward of a 
P2ophet.

And ſome men call that Lak? the Lake of Aſphaltid, and ſome 
call it the Pool of the Devil, and ſome call it the ſtinking Pool, for 
the water thereof ſtinketh. There ſank thoſe five Cities thꝛough 
the wꝛath of God, that is, Sodom, Gomor, Alde ma, Sabome x Segor, 
for the ſin of Sodomy that reigned in them; but Segor through the 
prayer of Lot was ſaved a great while, for it ſtood upon a Hill, and 
pet appeareth much thereof above the water, and men may ſer the 
Walls in clear weather; and in this City of Segor Lot was made

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d2unk by his Daughters, and lay with them; 'fo2 they thought 
that God would have deſtroyed all the Moꝛld, as he did with Noes 
Flood; and therefoze they lay by their Father, that men might be 
boꝛn by them into the Moꝛld, and at the right ſide of the ſea ſtan⸗ 
deth Lots Wife in a Pillar of Walt, becauſe ſhe loked back when 
the City ſank down.

N ſeing A have fold you of many manners of men that 
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ol Souls. And krom Damas men go toa place called our Lady of 
Sardmach, that is five miles from Damas, and itis on a Rock, and 
thereis a fair Church, and there dwell Chꝛiſtian Poriks and Runs 
in that Church: between the City of Darky and the City of Raphano 
isa River called Sabatory : which ſome ſay on the Saturday it run⸗ 
neth faſt, and all the weak elſe it ſtandeth fill and runneth 
not, oz but a little. And there is another River that on the 
night frezeth faff, and upon the day no froft is ſeen. And ſo men 
go by a City that men call Berugh, and there thoſe that will go to 
Cypreſs take Ship, and they arrive at the Baven of Sur, oz of Tyre, 
and then go on to Cypreſs: alſo men may go right from the Haven 
of Tyre, and not come to Cypreſs, but arrive at the ſame Yaven 
of Greece, and by theſe ways men come into the Countries befoꝛe 
ſpoken of . 


C HAP. XLI. 
How a man may go the ſhorteſt way to Hieruſalem. 


OW have J told pou the furtheſt and longeſt ways by the 
which men go to Hieruſalem,as by Babylon in Egypt, which 
is alſo called Kayre : and Mount Sinai, and many other places, 
thꝛough the which men go fo the Land of Pꝛomiſe. Now will 
I fc! you the ſhortc! way fo Hieruſalem, foꝛ many will go the 
long way, ſome fo2 want of Company, and many other reaſona- 
ble cauſes : and therefoze I ſhall tell vou ſhoztly how a man may 
go with little coſc and choꝛt time. . 

A man that cometh from the Land of the Meſt, he goeth 
thzongh France, Burgony, Lumbardy, and to Veniſe, oz to 
Gene, or ſome other Ba ven of thoſe Parches, and taketh 
there Dip, and goeth to the Ade Grile, and ſo arriveth he in 
Greece, 02 elſe in Pozt Myrech, oz Valon,-e2 Duras, o2 ſome 
other Maven of thoſe Parches, and arriveth fo Cypreſs, and 
cometh not in the Ille of Rhodes, but argiveth at Famaguſt 
that is the chief Baven of Cypreſs, oz e:ſe at Lamaton : and 
then takeing Ship again, he paſſeth beſide the Haven pf Tyre, 
and comcfh not to Xand, and fo:paſieth by all the Pavens to 
the Coaſt, till he come to Jaffe, that is the next Yaven to 
Hieruſalem , fo2 it is but fwenty eight miles between. —

CHAP, XLlI 
Of other ways for to go by Land to Hieruſalem. 


D2aſmuch as many men cannof endure the frouble of the 
Dea, and better if is to go by Land, although it be 
moze pain; then a man ſhall go to one of the Yavens of 
Lumbardy, as Venice, oz another; and ye ſhall paſs into 
Greece, oz Pozt Myroch, oz another, and ye ſhall go to Con- 
ſtantinople, and ſhall paſs the Mater that is called the 
Beach of Saint George, that is an arm of the Sea. And 
from thence ye ſhall come to Pulveral, andthen to the Caſtle 
of Synople, and ſo to Cappadocia, which is a great Countrep 
wherein are many great Hills: And pe ſhall go though 
Turkey, and to the City ef Nike, the which they won from 
the Emperour of Conſtantinople : and it is a fair City: and 
weil wallen, and there is a River that is called the Lap: and 
then men go by the Alpes of Mormonnt , and thzough the 
Uales of Malebrines, and the Wale Ernax, and ſo moze 
eaſtlp to Antioch, which ſtandeth richly on the River. And 
he that will go another way, he goeth by the Roman Coaſt, 
And the Roman Sea: on that Coaſt is a fair Caffle that is 
talled Florage : and when a man hath paſſed the Pills, he 
cometh to the City of Moꝛiarch and to Artoſe, where is a gzeat 
Bꝛidge upon the River of Kerne, and that men call Faſſoz ; 
and it is a great River bearing Ships: and beſide the City of Da- 
mas is a River that cometh from the Pount of Lybany, which 
is called Alban: at the paTage of this River, Saint Euſtace 
loſt his two Sons, when he had loſt his Wife : — 
20ugh 
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thꝛough the Plain of Chalcides; and fo the great Sea. Then men go 
to the City of Fermine, and ſo to the City of Ferne, and then to 
Antioch, And that is a fair City and well walled, and if is two 
miles long, and there is a Bꝛidge over the River, that hath at each 
Pillar a god Tower, and it is the beff City of the Kingdom of Sa- 
ry. From Antioch men go fo the City of Locuth, and ſo to Geble, 
and to Tortouſe, and thereby is the Land of Lambre, and a ſtrong 
Caffle that men call Mambeke. And from Tortouſe, men go to 
Tripoly on the Sea, and by this Sea men go to Dacres: and there 
is 2 ways to Hieruſalem: by the way on the left hand men come firff 
unto Damas by the river of Jordan, on the right ſide men goth2ough 
the Land at Flagme, and fo to the City Caiaphas,in which City Caia- 
phas was Lo2d,and ſome call it the Caſtie Pellerius, and from thence 
is 4 days journey to Hieruſalem, and they go thꝛough Ceſary Phi- 
lippi, Iaffe, Ramas, and Emaus, and ſo to Hieruſalem. | 


C HAP. XLIII. 


Vet of another way by Land toward the Land of 
promiſe. 


O have J told pou ſome ways by Land and by Mater, 
how men may go to Hieruſalem. And there be many 
other ways that men go by , after the Countries that they 
come from , nevertheleſs they come all to one end Pet 1s 
there a way all by Land to Hierufatem, and paſs no Sea but 
to France oz Flanders, but that way is very long and peri- 
lous , and of great © travel, wherefoze few go that way; 
but he that will go that way, muſt go by Almain and Pruſe, 
and ſs to Tartary. This Tartary is holden by the great 
Caane, of whom I ſhall ſpeak afterward, foz thither reach- 
eth his Noꝛdſhip, and all the Lo2zds of Tartary yield to 
him Tribute. Tartary is a barren Country; and very San- 
dy, fo2 there groweth little either Cozn 02 other Fruit, but 
there is a great plenty of Beaſts, and therefoze they eat fleſh 
without b2cad, and they ſup the Broth, and they dzink the 


milk of all manner of Beaſts. And becauſe they have great 
ſcarcify 
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ſcarcity of Wood, they dry the dung of Yozſes and of other 
Beaſts, aud burn it for to dzeſs their meat by. Princes and 
other Lo2ds eat buf once- in the day, and that 1s very little : 
and they be foul folk, and of ill liking. In Summer there 
are many great Tempeſts, and Thunders, they lay many 
men and beaſts : ſometime on the ſudden it is very cold, 
and again on the ſudden it is very hot. The Prince of the 
Land they call Roco, and he dwelleth at a City that is 
called Orda : but very few Strangers do deſire to dwell in 
that Land, for if is god fo ſow Thorns and Weeds in, but 
other god there is none, as J heard ſay, for J was not that 
way, but A have ban in other Countries marching there- 
on, as in the Land of Ruſſia, and Niſland, - and the King- 
dom of Grecon „ and Leftow, and the Kingdom Graſtea , 
and in many other places: But J never went that way to 
Hierufalem, and therefoze J cannot well tell it, fo: J have 
underſtood that men may not well go that way but in Min⸗ 
ter, when the waters and mires that be in that Land be frozen 
and covered with Snow, that men may paſs thereon :; for were 
not that now, there might no man go in that Land but he were 
loſt. And ye ſhall underſtand that a man muſt go three days jour- 
ny won Pruſe ta paſs this way, before he can come to the Land of 
raſins. 


And if by chance any Chꝛziſtians paſs that way, as once a 
pear they do, they carry their Aiquals with them, for they 
ſhould find nothing there but a manner of food that they call 
Syles, and they carry their Aiquals upon the Ice on Sleds 
and Chariots without Wheeles, and as long. as their 
Uiquals laſt, thcy may dwell there buf no longer. And 
when the Spes of the Countries ſe Chziſtians come, they 
Sun fo. the Towns, and Caſtles, and cry alond, Kara, Kara, 
Kara; and as ſon as they have cryed, then do the people arm 
them, And ye ſhall underſtand that the Ice there is harder 
then it is here, and every man hath a Stove in his Houſe, 
and therein they eat and do all things that them needeth ; 
and that is at the Nozth part of the Mozld, where it is 
commonly cold, for the Sun appeareth not, no2 ſhineth but 
little in that Countrey : And that Land is in ſome places

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ſo cold, that there may no man dwell therein ; and on the Sonth. 
fide of the Moꝛld, it is in tome ptaces ſo hot; that there can no man 
dwell, the Dun giveth fo great heat in thoſe Countries.

LSD Mahomet had watt in his Bok Alkaron, that every 
Pan ſhould have two Wives, oz three, oz four; but now 
they have mine, and as many Lemmans as them liketh; and 
if any of theſe Wives do w2ong their Busbands, he may 
drive her out of his Youſe, and take in another, but be muſt 
give part of his Gods. Pozeover, where men ſpeak of the Fa- 
ther, the Don, and the Yoly Ghoſt, they ſay that they are not thræ 
Perſons, but one God: foz their Book Alkaron ſpeaketh not 
thercof, no2 of the Trinity: but they ſay that God ſpake, oz 
viſe he was dumb; And that God had a Ghoſt, o2 elſe he was 
not alive, They ſay Gods Wo?d hath great ſtrength, and ſo ſaith 
their Alkaron, and they ſay that Abraham and Moſes were g:eat- 
ip in favour with God, for they ſpake with him; and Mahomet 
was a trut PeCenger of God: and they have many god Arti- 
cles of our Faith, and ſome underſfand the Scriptures, P20- 
phets, Goſpels, and the Bible, fo2 they have them written in 
their Language. In their mamier they know holy Mzit, but 
they underſtand it buf after the Letter, and ſo do the Jews, foz 
they underſtand it not Spiritually, bat after their Letter: and 
therefo2e ſaith Saint Paul, Litera occidit, Spiritus autem vivifi- 
cat, that is, the Letter killeth, but the Spirit quickneth. The 
Saraſins likewiſe ſay, that the Jews are wicked, fo2 they kep not 
the law of Moſes which he gave them: and alſo Ch2iſttans are 
evii,foz2 they keep not the commandments of the Gofpcl,that Jeſus 
Ch2ift ſent unto them. 
And further, J ſhall tell you what the Soldan told me upon 
a day in his Chamber, ſhutting out all other men, as Lo2ds, 
Knights, and others, foz he would ſpeak with me in Counſcl : 
and then he asked me how Chꝛziſtians governed themſelves 
in our Country: J anſwered him and ſaid, Right wen, 
thanks be te God: But he laid ſecretly, nay, fo2 he ſaid that 
our Pꝛieſts made no fozce of Gods Ser vice, foz they ſhould 
give 
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give god example to men to do well, and they give ill example; 
and therefo2e when the people ſhould go on the Yoly days to Church 
to ſerve God, they go to the Tavern to ſin in gluttony both day and 
night, eating and drinking as Beaſts that wot not when they have 
enough. Ve ſaid alſo, that there was much contention among 
Chꝛulians, and one mould defraud another, and they were ſo pzoud 

they wiſt not how to clothe them, now ſho2t, now long, dow ſtrait, 
now wide, and of all faſhions : whereas thep ſhould be humble and 
merk, giving their alms as Jeſus Chꝛiſt did, in whom they believe. 
He ſaid alſo that they were ſo covetous, that fo2 a little mony they 
would ſell their children,ſUfers, oz wives, one man taking other 
mans wife; and no man keeping his pꝛomiſe: Lherefoze ſaid he, 
foz their ſins hath God given theſe Lands to our hands, and not 
thꝛough our rength, but all foz your ſins: Foz we know cer- 
tainly, that while ye truly ſerve God he will help you, ſo that no 
Pan ſhall win ol you, if that you ſerve God as ye ought to do: 
but while pe live ſo ſinfullp as pe do, we have no d2cad of pon 
foz God will not help you. And then J asked him how he knew 
the ſtate of Chꝛiſtians in that manner: and he ſaid that he knew 
well the tate both of Lozds and of Commons, by bis Pellengers 
which he lent th2ongh all the Countries as it were Perchants,with 
p2ecious Stones and other Perchandiſes, to know the manner of 
every Country. And then he did call again all the Lozds info his 
Chamber to us, and then ſhewed he unto me th2& perſons that were 
g2eat Lo2ds of that Country, who ſhewed unfo me the manner 
of my country and of all Chaiſtendom, as though they had been men 
bo2n in the ſame parts, and they. ſpake French right well, and the 
Soldan alſs; and then J had great marvel of this ſlander of dur 
Faith: and ſo they that ſhould be turned by our god examples to 
the Faith of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, they are dzawn away th2ough our evil 
living; and therefo2e it is no wonder ik that they call us evil 
foꝛ they ſay truth: but the Saraſins are true, ſoz they kep truly 
the Commandments of their Alkaron. 
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C H A P, XLvYI. 
Of the birth cf Mahomet. 


Nd ve ſhall under ſtand that Na homet was been at Ithareb in 
A Araby,and his Father was a Painim, and his Potter a Jew; 
their names was Abdal and Hemma, and they were bit por folk ; 
and he was fir ſt a po: dꝛudge; and kept hozſe: and afterward he 
followed Perchandiſe. 

And the Saralins ſay, he came into Egypt with Perchandiſe, and 
Egypt was the ſame time Chꝛiſtened, and there was a Chappel 
beſide Araby, and there was an Hermit: and when te came to the 
Chappel that was but a little low Bouſe, as ſoon as he entred, it 
began to be as great as it were a Palace Gate; and that was the 
firſt Piracle that the Saraſins ſay he did in his youth. After began 
Mahomet to be wiſe and rich, and became a great Aſtronomer, 
and ſince was the Keeper of the Land foz the Pzince of Coraſan,and 
governed it fult well, in ſuch manner that when the Pꝛinte was dead, 
he married the Lady named Quadiga. And Mahomet fell often 
into the falling E vil: wherefoꝛe the Lady was ſoꝛ ry that ſhe had ta⸗ 
ken him to be her Husband: and he made her believe that every 
time he fell ſo, the Angel Gabriel ſpake to him, and foꝛ the bꝛight⸗ 
neſs of the Angel he fell down. This Mahomet reigned in Araby, in 
the year of our Lo2d ſir hundꝛed and twenty: he was of the Kin« 
dꝛed of Iſhmael that was Abrahams Don, whom he degat on Hagar:

This Maho- 
met loved well a goodman an Bermit, that dwelt in the Wilders 
neſs, a mile from Mount Sina, in the way as men go from Araby 
to Chalde;a daies journey from the ſea whence Perchants of Venice 
tome:and Mahomet went often to this Hermit, foꝛ he heard gladly the 
Permit p2each ; but his men wery diſpleaſed at it, foꝛ they travelilco 
ſometime all night; wherefo2c they wiſhed the Hermit dead. So it be⸗ 
fell on a night, that Mahomet was ſoze dꝛunk with ſtrong Mine.

theaty whiles he tay and ſlept, and therewith they ſtew the Vers 
mit, a::d when they had done, they put up the Swozd again all 
bloody; and upon the Pozrow when that he found the Hermit 
thug dead, he Was ver? angry in his mind, and rig: wet, and 
would have put his min unto death; biic they all Uith ond ac⸗ 


c92d, and with one conſent ſaid, that he Hiniſelf had lain him, 
when he waz drunken, and they ſhe wed him his own ſwo2d all bloody;

all thoſe that dꝛank it. And therefo2e Saraſins that are devonf.dzink 
no UWine openly, leſt thep ſhould be repꝛoved, but they dein good 
Beverage, (week and nouriſhing, that is made of Calaincls, and 
thereof is Sugar made, 

And it befel ſome time that Chꝛiſtians became: Saraſins, cither 
through poverty, {impiencſs, o: wickedneſs; and thereic2e their 
Archbiſhop when he received them, laid: Laelles cla Mabomet 
roſes ella; that is to ſav, there is nz God but one and Mahomet 
is his Pelleunger And feeing J have told pan a part of their 
Law and their Cuſtoms.

was his Faith and his Bclief : and when the Pope ſaw that what 
he had ſaid therein, was all our Faith, he anon delivered him out 
of P2iſon, and commanded that Pſalm to be ſaid every dap at 
the beginning of Ser vice; and ſo he held Athanaſius foz a gab 
Chziſtian: but he would never after go fo his Biſhop2ick be⸗ 
canſe they accuſed him of Hereſie. Topaſond was ſometime holden 
of the Emperoꝛ ef Conſtantinople, but a great man that he ſent to 
help the Country againſt the Turks, did hold it to himſelf, and cal- 
led himſelf Empero2 of Topaſond. 7

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In this Country, their Idols are half Man and half Ox, as in 
the Figurt in the letond page beloze is ſhewed, and out of theſe 
Jools the wicked Spirit [peaks unto them, and gives them an- 
[wer of what thing they ask him : and betoze theſe Idols they okt · 
times Clay their Childzen, and ſpzinkle their blod on the Idols, 
and lo make Sacriffces.” And ik any Man dye in chat Country, 
they bern them in token of Pennante, that de ſhould ſuffer no 
Pennantt, ik he were [aid in the Earth, by eating of Wozms : 
and if his Wife have no Childzen, then they burn her with him, 
and they lay ir is god reaſon, that ſhe kep him company in the 
other Woyld, as the did in this; but if ſhe have Childzen (he may 
live with them if ſhe pleaſe, alſo ik he will.

knives in their hands, and as they go by the way, they Caſh their 
thanks and rhighs, that the blood may cofne out fo2 the Love of 
that Idol, and they ſay that he is holy rhat will die fo2 that Idol's 
ſake.

And ye ſhall undtrſtand that when any great Feaſts of that Idol 
come, as the Dedication of tte Temple, oz ok rhe Thꝛoning or the 
Idol, all the Country thercabour Allemble there together: then 
they let the Idol with great Reverence in a Chair richly beſce-: 
with Gold and Tapeſtry, and fo they tarry him with getat Re» 
verence and ddozſhip round about the City; and hefoze the Chair 
goeth firſt in Pꝛoceſdon, all the Maldens of the Country go two 
and two together, and ſo after them go the Pilgrims that are 
come from far Countries, of the which Pi'grime lone fall down 
befoze the Thair, and lo let gl gp over them, infomuch that 
ſome are lain, and others. have theſe Arms aud Tegs bꝛoken 
This they do koz love. of tht Idol, thinking that the moze pain 
they ſuffer here. to; thefr Fool, the mage jay ſhall they habe in the 
other Mlozld. But a Dan ſhall find few Chziſttiens that wilt 
ſiffer lo much Pennance.foz mo Lo2d's Sake, as they do fo! tler 
Idol.

9 His Emperoz Preſter John is Chziſtened, and a great part of his 
Land alſo, but they have not all the Articles of our Faith; bur 
they believe well in the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, and they 
are very debout, and true one to another, and they make no fozce of 
of Cattel, and he bath under him 72 Pꝛobintes and Countries, and 
fn each one is a King, and thoſe Kings have other Kings under 
them. And in this Land are many marvels ; fo2 in this Land is a 
gravelly Sea, that is of Sand and Gzavel, and nodzop of water, and 
it ebbeth and floweth with very great waves as another Sea doth,and 
it is never ſtanding ſtill, and never in reſt; and no man can paſs to 
the Land beyond fr. And altho* there be no Mater in the Sea, vet 
Men may find therein very god Fiſh, and of other faſhion and ſhape 
than are in any other Sea; and alſo thep are of a very god taſte, and 
and wer, and gad to cat; and the days jour ney from that Sca, are 
many great Hills, thꝛough which runneth a great Flod that cometh 
from Paradiſe, and it is full of pꝛetiaus ffones, and no dꝛop of wa- 
ter, and it runneth with great Waves into the gravelly Sea: and 
this lod runneth thꝛe days in the wek ſo faſt, that it carrieth great 
Cones of the Rock with it that make ſuch noiſe, and as ſon as they 
tome into the Gzavel Sea, they are no moze len; and in thoſe thꝛe 
days, when it runneth thus, no Man dare tome in it; but the other 
days Men go therein when they will. And ſo beyond that Flood to- 
ward the Wilderneſs is a great Plain among Hills all Sandy and 
Gꝛavellp, and in that Plain groweth Tres, that at the rigng of

the Bun each day, begin to grow, and ſo grow they till mid-day; 
and bear Fruit; bur no Man dare eat of that fruit, foz it is a manner 
of Iron, and afrer mid day it turneth again to rhe Eacth ; do that 

when the Sun goerh dawn, it is nothing deen, and ſo doth it every. 
day: and there ig, in that Wilderneſs many wild Men with Hozns. 
on their Heads, very hideous, and they ſpeak not, but rout as Swine; 

And in that Country are many Popinjays, that they call in their 

Language Piſtake, and they ſpeak thꝛough their own kind, partly as 
aWPan, and thoſe that ſpeak well, have long tongues and large, and 

on every fac five toes, but there are ſome that have thꝛœ toes, but 

thoſe ſpeak not, o2 very ill.

Tun is there another Je that is called Synople, wherein alla 
are good Pepple and true, and full of god Faith, and they are 
much lite in their fibing to the Men befozeſaid,and they go all naked:

Lfo fn an Ille of Preſter fokn's Land, called Miſcorah, there 
A was a Man that was called Catolonapcs,he was rich, and had 
a fafr Caſtle on a Hill, and ſtrong, and he made a Wall about the Hill 
very ftrong, and fair; within he had a fair Garden; whercin were 


many Trees bearing all manner of Fruits that he might ind, and 


had ptanted therein all manner of Herbs of good ſmeſf, and they bear 


' Flowers, and there were many fair Wells; and by them was 


made many Halls and Thambers, well deckt wirh Gold ane 
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and he had made there divers Stozies of Beaſts and Birds that ſung 
and tuned by Engine oz D2bage, as if they had ben quick: and he 
had in his Garden all things that might be ro Mans ſolace and com- 
fozt : he hadallo in that Garden, Maldens of the age of fifren pears, 
the faireſt that he might find, and Yen-childzen of the ſame age, 
and they were cloathed with Cloth of Gold, and he ſaid that they were 
Angels, and he cauſed to be made tertain Hills, and encloſed them 
about with pzcrious Stones of Jaſper and Cryſtal, and with Gold 
and Pearl, and other manner of Stones; and he made a Con- 
dait under the Earth, lo that when he would, the Mells ran (ome⸗ 
time with Wilk, fometime with Wine, and ſometime Honey, and 
this place he called Paradiſe, -and when any poung Satchelo! ot the 
Country,. Rnight'oz Squire, cometh to him koz ſolace oz (pv:t, he 
leadeth them into his Paradiſe, and ſhewerh them theſe rhings, as 
the Songs of Birds, and his Damſels, - and Wefls: and ye did 
ſtrike divers Inſtruments ot Mulick in a high Tower that might be 
heard, and ſaid, they were Angels of God, and that place was Pa⸗ 
radiſe, that God had granted to thoſe that believed, when he ſafth 
thus, Dabo vobis terram fluentem late & melle ; that is, J will 
gfve vou a Land flowing with Mill and Boney: And then this Ban 
did mate theſe Men denk a manner of dzink, by which they were 
dzunken: and he ſaid to them, if they woild die fo2 his ſake, when 
they were dead, they ſhould tome to his Paradiſe, and they ſhould be 
of the age of thoſe Maidens, and ſhould dwell always with them, 
and he would put them in a-fairec Paradife,where they ſhould ſ&@ God 
in hig Jop, and his Maſeſty. And when they granted to de ther 
he would, then he bad them go and ſlay ſuch a Loꝛo, 82 a Man of the 
Cduntry that he was wzoth with, and that they ſhould hade no fear 

e ang Man: and if they were Cain themſelves fo! his lake, he 
would put them into his Paradiſe, when they were dcad, And lo 
went thole Batchelloꝛs to flay great T0209 of the Country, and were 
lain themſelves, ſn hope to habe that Paradiſe ; and thus was he 

avenged of his Enemies thꝛough his deceit: And when Rich Men 

of the Country perceived his Caufel and Malit a, and the Wil of 
this Catolonapes, they gathered rhemTefbes- together, and allatled 
the Caltte, and ſlew hint, and deſtroyed all his Gods, and his fair 
utes, and. Riches that were in his Paradiſe ” and the plate of the 

Walls are tbert yer, and ſome other things; butleze Riches art 

gent: and it i not long ego ince. it was dettroped. No 1 - 
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CHAP, XCl, 
Of a Perillous Valley that is beſide the River Piſon. 


Nd a little from this place, on the left de, beſide the Riber df 
Piſon, is a great marvel : there is a Ualley betwen two hills, 
and that is four mile long, and ſome Men call it the Ualley En- 
chanted, ſome the Uall ey of Devils, ſome theUallep perillous: and 
in that Tlalley are many Tempeſts, and a great noiſe very hideous 
both day and night, and a ſound as it were a noiſe of Tabours and 
Trumpets, as it were a great Feaſt. This Uallep is full of Devils, 
and hath ben always, and Men lay there is an entry to Hell. 

In this Ualley is much Gold and Silver, whereof many Chiiſti- 
an Men, and other, go thither toꝛ deſire of that Gold and Silver, bur 
few of them come out again, to they are anvn ſtrangled with Devils ; 
And in the mid of that Ualley, on a Rock, is a Uiſage, and the 
head of a Fiend bodily, very hidcous and d2eadful to ſ&, and there 
is nothing cen but the head and the ſdoulderg, but there is no Chi- 
ſtian Man oz other in the Wold, ſo hardy but that he would be great- 
ly afrafd to behold it; fo2 he beholdeth each Man ſo ſharply and his 
epes are ſo ſtaring, and ſparkling as fire, and he changeth ſo otten 
his Countenance, that no Man dare tome near fot all the Wold : 
and out of his Noſe cometh great plenty of Fire of divers colours; 
and ſometime is the fire ſo tinking, that no Man may ſuffer it: 
but alway a god Chꝛiſtian man, and one that is ſtedtaſt in the Faith, 
may go thereto without harm, ik they call ro God only, ko; fozgive» 
neſs of thcir fins, then hall the Devils have no power over them. 
And pe ſhall underſtand that when my Fellows and J were in that 
Ualley, we had very great doubt if we ſhould put our Bodies in a 
venture to go thzough it, and ſome of my Fellows agred thereunto, 
and ſome would not; and there were in our Company two Fryars 
of Lombardy, who ſaid, if any of us would go in, they 
would alfo; as they had ſaid, ſo upon truſtof them, we laid that we 
would go, and we did make our Pꝛayers to God fo our ſafeguard and 
fs we went in -fourten Men, and when we came out, we were but 
ten; and we wiſt not whether rhoſe four were loſt there, oꝛ whether 
they turned again, but we law them no moze : other of our Com- 
pany that would not go in with us, went about another way faz oe 
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belaze us, and ſo they were, but we went thzough the Ualley, and 
ſaw there many ſtrange things, as Gold, Silver, Pꝛetious Srones, 


and Jewels, great plenty, as we thought, whether they were ſo oz 
no, J know not, fo2 Devils arc fo ſubtil and falſe, that they many 


times make a thing to ſem that it is not, fot to deceſve Men: end 


thcrefoze J would touch nothing fo2 fear of Enemies that J ſaw 
there, in many likeneſſeg, ſome of dead bodies, that J ſaw lie in the 
Valley, but J dare not ſay that they were all bodies, but they were 
bodily ſhapes thꝛough making of Devils, and we were often thzown 
down to the Earth by Wind, Thunder, and Tempeſt, but God helpt 
us alway, and ſo paſſed we thzough that Ualley without peril oz 
harm, thanks be to God,

A beyond that Ualley is a great Ide, where be People as big 
as Gpants, of eight and twenty foot long, and they habe no 
cloathing but Beaſts skins that hang on them, and they eat no bzead, 
hut raw fleſh, and they dꝛink Milk, and they have no Houſes, and they 
- gladlier eat Mans fleſh than other: And Men told us that beyond 
that Je is another, wherein are greater Gyants of kozty five, oz 
fifty fot long, fome fifty cubits long, but J ſaw them not: And 
among thoſe Gyants are great Shep,as if it were young Dren, and 
they bear much Mol: theſe Sheep have J ſen many times. 


Another Jade there is Nozthward, where are many evil and foul- 


Women, but they have pꝛetious ſtones in their eyes, and they have 
ſuch fozce that if they behold any Man with wꝛath, they ſlay them with 
beholding, as the Baſitisk doth. Another Idle is there,of fairer Folk 
and god, where the Cuſtom is ſuch, the firſt night that theyare Wed- 
ded, they rake a certain Man, that is oꝛdained rherefoze, and let him 
lie by their wives to have their maidenheads, and they give bim a great 


reward fo his travel; and thole men are called Gadlpbzien:fo2 men ot 


that Country hold it a great thing to make a woman no maiden : 
and if it be ſo that the Husband find her a Maiden the next night at- 
ter (ko peradventure he that lay by her was dꝛuntzen, oz koꝛ Come other 
cauſe) the Dusband ſhall. complain of him to the Lawyers that he has 


not done his de voir, and he ſhall be grievoufly puniched and chaſfiſed; 


but after the frſt night they kep their Wives well, that they [peak

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not with thoſe Men. And J agked what was the cauſe-why they had 
that Cuſtom; and they ſaid, herctofoze Men lay with their Uiives 
firlt, and no other, and their Wives had Serpents in their Bodies, 
and tung their Hugbands in rhe Yard oz on their Bodies, and ſg 
were many Wen flain, and therekoze they had that Cullom to let o- 
ther Men have their Maiden ⸗ heads, fo2 fear of death: and thug 
they ſuffer them to allap, the paſlage cere they adventure.

_ great Joy when they are Dead. 


| Mother Je there is, where Women make great ſoz row when

In this Iſie they Elect their Kings by Voices; and they 
chile him not fo2 his Riches, and Pobleneſs, hut him that ts of 
good Condition, and moſt Righteous and True, that Judgeth every 
Jan truly, little and much, after their Treſpaſs ; and the King 
may Judge no Man to Death, without Tounſel of his Barons, and 
that they all aſſent. And if it be ſo that their King do a great Cre: 
paſs; as lay a Man, oz fuch like, he ſhall die alſo, but he Gall not 
be ſlain, but they Charge and Command that no Man be lo hardy as 
to kp him Company, no2 to [peak to him, no2 give him meat no2 
dzink, and thus he dieth: koz thep ſpare no Man that hath done a 
a Treſpaſs, fo2 Love, Lozdchip, Riches, no2 Nobleneſs, but they 
do him right as he hath deſcrved.
